constitution of the Daily • Cardinal 
at the spring-election oh April 28. 


The growth of the Cardinal, has 


made it evident to the staff and the 
Board of Control that constitutional 
change is necesiiary, but the pro- 
cess is hindered by tho requirement 
of the constitution that half the 
student body vote on any amend-' 
ment.

Agent Found 
To Diagnose 
Dairy Disease 


Hastings and Beach Make 


Discovery of Value In 


Experiment 


Prepration of a diagnostic agent 


for the detection of Johne's disease 
that may save the dairy farmers oi 
the United States 
thousands of 


dollars has just been announced in 
"New Pages in Fanning,'? a bullet- 
in published by the college of Agri- 
culture, 


Johne's disease is an intestinal 


disease of dairy cattle that has been 
causing many dairy farmers much 
trouble. 
Th* .detecting 
agent, 


Johnin, was prepared by Dr. E. G. 
Hasting and Dr. B. A. Beach, after 
an exhaustive study of the disease. 


"It seems altogether probable 


that many animals are being remov- 
ed from 
herds without its real 


nature being recognized," declared 
Dean H. L. Russell in his. discussion 
of the infection.. 


"In four herds that have been 


under the observation of the- col- 
lege for a number of years, the 
yearly loss has been from 2 to 12 
percent One"herd of 50 lost, dur- 
ing 17 years, 41 animals infected 
•with the disease. 
Another herd, 


numbering 18, replaced 22 animals 
in 10 years." 


The disease is characterized by 


gradual loss on the part .of the ani- 
mal, diarrhea, and finally death. It 
seems as though the slow progress 
of the disease is its principal dang- 
er, for it is not detected until other 
animals have contracted the disease. 


"Under, present conditions the 


preparation of any considerable 
amount of Johnin is very difficult. 
No culture medium that will in- 
sure a rapid growth of the disease 
organism has yet been prepared. 
Opportunity was sought to try some 
of the diagnostic agent for the de- 
tection of Johne's disease. . 


"The opportunity finally came to 


the college in June, 1917, to test 
a known infected herd with the de- 
tecting agent. The 'test never be- 
fore conducted by the use of John- 
in in the United States, was the first 
test of an entire herd ever made 
so far -as we are able to learn," 
said Dean Russell. 


Johnin is injected into Juglar 


vein of infected nif_als and if the 
animal is infected with the disease, 
reaction takes place in a short time.

Judge Crownhart 


FROM SENATOR BENNETT 


[To the Editor]—In your editorial some time 


, ago in The Times entitled "The issue will now 


(Prom The. Wisconsin • Farmer) 


In appointing Charles H. Crownhart, former- 


ly of Superior, to the supreme court of Wis- 
consin, Governor Blaine' has given recognition 
not only to a valued friend, in whom he places 
great confidence, but to an able lawyer and one 
exceptionally -well qualified, to deal -with certain 
forms of legislation and litigation which are 
coming -with increasing number and complexity 
before our courts. 


Mr. Crownhart was a member.of the first 


industrial commission of Wisconsin and, for a 
period, its chairman. As a member of this 
body he -was very influential in broadening the 
scope and usefulness of this law in the interests 
of industrial workers and took high rank among 
the authorities of the country in this new 'field 
of sociology. 


He made a deep study of the various situa- 


tions that arose in administration of the law, and 
his decisions were universally approved. 
He 


was particularly commended by the working 
classes, aa he and his associates' were intelli- 
gently responsive to the new spirit and vision of 
the time in relation to the changing conditions 
in the industrial world. 


Since leaving the commission, Mr..Crownhart 


was elected by the supreme court as its reviser, 
of laws, and now takes his place on its bench. 
Strangely enough, Judge Crownhart is the, fifth 
of recent elevations to the supreme bench of men 
not chosen from among sitting judges. There is 
nothing in the law requiring a governor to ap- 
point a judge or even lawyer to this' wart, al- 
though it is customary to choose a judge from a 
lower court.

whom Governor Philipp appointed, .were .prac- 
ticing lawyers when appointed, as!was Theodore 
Doerfler, -whom Governor Blaine appointed last 
year, while Justice Walter'C1. Owen was elected 
while serving as attorney general. : AD of these 
men, like Judge Crownhart himself, had long 
years of successful experience behind them, and 
some of them were recognized authorities along 
certain'lines of legal learning.;
